Grand Army nag caused expressions of 
wonder in some quarters that any such line 
should ever exist Yet in the volunteer 
service during the war colored soldiers were 
not enlisted to white companies, nor white 
soldiers In colored companies. Colored 
companies weie formed into colored regi- 
ments, art the*, regiments, inhere were 
enough of them, were put in the same bri- 
gade. So, too, in the regular army to this 
day colored soldiers are never enlisted for 
white regiments. There are two distinct 
regiments for colored men in the cavalry 
and two in the Infantry, and they are 
found nowhere else. These colored regi- 
ments also have always had white officers 
almost exclusively. A few colored lads 
have been educated at West Point, and 
have been assigned as subalterns to the col- 
ored regiments, but this was a rare excep- 
tion to the rule of white commissioned offi- 
cers for the colored regiments, while in the 
appointments to second lieutenant from 
civil life there are no colored men. The 
Grand Army authorizes posts of colored sol 
diers as of white, but hi Lousianaanc 
Mississippi the policy was opposed by 
while veterans lest the colored men, being 
more numerous there, should get control 01 
the departments. But the National En 
eampment held that they could not draw 
the race line uniustly against colored com- 
rades who fought for the Union, and that 
separate departments could not be organ- 
ized for them.
